It directly charges 
that Wallace's Farmer, published here, was 
purchased, and estimates chat fully $200,000 
was spent to buy other papers in Iowa, In- 
diana, Nebraska, IIlinois, Minnesota, Ohio 
and Michigan. Although names of the men 
who carried on the deal are not given, they 
are described. The descriptions fit a United 
States Senator, National Committeeman and 
several Iowa State politicians.

HARRY SHERWOOD BLOWS OUT

JUSTICE SHERWOOD’S SON. 


The Tragedy Was as Enacted at the Home 
of His Father on Mor- 
gan Street. 


Harry Sherwood, son of Justice Sherwood 
of the Missouri Supreme Court, blew out 
his brains thie afternoon at his home, 4611 


Morgan etreet.

There was a ‘small hole in his forehead, 
from which blood and brains were ooz- 
ing. 

A doctor was speedily called but the young 
man was dead, 

The household was beside itself with an- 
guish when a reporter called and informa- 
tion was obtained with great difficulty.

They have gone on record, therefore, as 
favoring the postponement for a time at 
least of this particular “reform.” 

Secretary Carlisle’s plan contemplates 
an increase of the national debt to the 
extent of at least $500,000,000 ‘by the 
further issuing of bonds to obtain money 
with which to retire the greenbacks and 
treasury motes. No interest is now paid 
on this portion of the national currency. 
If it is retired, however, and national 
bank notes are substituted for it, the 
people will have to pay interest upon the 
bonds which serve as the basis for the 


rational bank notes, and will also 
have to pay interest for the use 
of the bank notes thus issued as 


money. It is a scheme of robbery, pure 
and simple, and pet it will be carried 
out if the Republicans and fhe gold stand- 
ard Democrats can muster a majority in 
the next Senate.

POLICE CLAIM JOHN 0O’CONNELL 
Is THE GUILTY MAN. 


MRS. HAMILTON SAYS so, TOO. 


He Was Arrested Under a Bridge, 
Where Part of the Booty 
Was Found. 


John O'Connell, the police say, is the thief 
who snatched a purse from Mrs. Callie Ham- 
fiton last Monday afternoon, and perhaps 
one of the men who have been robbing and 
stealing at random during the last six 
weeks. 

O’Connell has served time before, but this 
appears to be his most serious offense. 

Mrs. Hamilton, who lives at 1827 Olive 
street, identified O'Connell es the man who 
grabbed her purse from her. She was stand- 
ing at the corner of Channing avenue and 
Olive street Monday at 3 p. m. waiting for 
a car, when O'Connell came up behind her, 
snatched her purse and ran. She turned in 
time to see the thief's face. 

The purge contained a 4-karat ruby of ex- 
ceptional briliiancy, valued at $1,500, ten 
shares of stock in an electric light company 
valued at $1,000, $10 in money and several 
tax receipts. 

The matter was reported to the police 
imnrediately. 

Detectives MoGrath, Frese and Badger 


visited all the pawn shops in the city look- 
ing for the big ruby. 


Tuesday evening a boy found his way to 
the Seventh District Police Station on Mar- 
ket street and turned over a newspaper 
clipping relati to the daring robbery of 
Mrs. Hamilton the day before. Attached to 
the clippi by a pin was one of the tax re- 
ceipts which had been in the purse when it 
was enatched by the thief. he boy sald 
he had found the clipping and the tax re- 
ceipt under the north approach to the 
Jefferson avenue bridge. 

fficers were sent there. The place ap-

ter from storm and the surroundings as a 
defense against the police. 

It is an out-of-the-way place which can 
be seen from no point except the railroad 
tracks. e stone abutment of the bridge 
ehelters it from the north, while the ug t 
floor prevents pedestrians from booking 
down into this nest. 

Capt. Boyd turned the clipping and the 
tax receipt over to Chief Desmond, and the 
latter sent the three detectives on the case 
to the Jefferson avenue bridge to t for 
the return of the men who left the two 
pieces of paper there. 

The detectives waited there all of Wednes- 
day, Wednesday night, and at noon Thurs- 
day three men came arouhd the corner of 
the bridg One of them had a can of beer. 
They had evidently just come from a saloon 
in the neighborhood. 

They sat down near where the tax receipt 
was found, and While they were drinking the 
detectives arrested them. 

One of them is John O'Connell. 

A messenger told Mrs. Callie Hamilton 
to go to Chief Desmond's office immediately. 
She identified O'Connell positively as the 
man who grabbed her pocketbook. Before 
cong him she described his clothes. 
identification was complete, O'Connell de- 
nied the accusation. 

His two companions are ordinary loafers 
who the police do not think had any- 
thing to do with the robbery. 

O'Connell is a son of John pP. O' connen 
of the O'Connell Coal and Ice Co. He was 
arrested last winter with Jennie Hamilton, 
R metres, and Dick Clarke.

An 
1 woman about to commit suicide 
seldom goes about it so methodically. Noth- 
ing was found in the pockets of the cloak 
except a skate key.

The petition alleged that, if the judges 
failed in that, before the canvass of the re- 
turns was made,it was now too late to reme- 
dy it, as the board was now without power 
to . 47 the boxes. It was, moreover, not es- 
sential to any public purpose, to ascertain 
the number of rejected ballots. 

An injunction was therefore asked to pre- 
vent the opening of the boxes. 

Mr. Fisse stated to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he represented no one but him- 
self in the proceeding. 

“IT paid the $8 filing fee out of my own 
pocket, said Mr. Fisse. I have taken the 
matter up because of the principle involved. 

The law is very plain. It provides that 
the board must receipt for the ballots and 
place them, properly arranged, in the order 
of the precinct numbers in boxes securely 
locked, the keys of which are to be given 
to one of the Commissioners. Thad Har- 
ris, secretary of the board, holds these keys. 
The boxes must then be placed in a vault 
secured by a double lock, one key to be 
taken by each of the two other Commis- 
sioners. They are to be kept thus twelve 
months, and the Commissioners themselves 
nor any one else must open or inspect the 
ballots in that time, save on an order of 
court, or. when necessary in a contested 
election case, or where the ballots are need- 
ed in a trial for any defense defined in the 
statute governing elections.”’

Wrouble Lies in the Fact That the 
Town’s Bonded Indebtedness 
Iimit Has Been Reached. 


The Charter Revision Commission will 
hold another session in the hall of the 
Mouse of Delegates at 1 p. m. Saturday 
and continue the apparently interminable 
consideration of a change in the charter 
provision governing the assessment and 
collection of special taxes for public im- 
provements.

They ar- 
gue that by making it easy to pay in this 
Manner improvements would be greatly 
@ccelerated and the cost reduced, but they

Which City Counselor Marshall and Pres!- 

t McMath believe unconstitutional. 
The plan proposed ‘by the real estate men 

for the city to assume the collection of 

e special taxes, paying the contractors in 
cash or cettlicates negotiable at par as 
@von as the work is finished. 

The contracicrs say that under this plan, 
with all risk and uncertainty removed, they 
could efford to do the work much cheaper. 
Mr. Marsha’: and Mr. McMath contend 
that this would be virtually increasing the 
municipal bonded indebtedness, which is 
HOW up to the limit, and would therefore be 
Unconstitutional. 

The contractors say that if they are to re- 
ceive their pay in installments without any 
@resier security than they now enjoy, in- 
stead of lowering their prices they will 
flave to raise them at least 25 per cent, as 
they will not be able to negotiate such tax 
bills at better than 25 per cent discount.
